In the dramatic succoanlon of con
ferences that followed tho futo of the
candidates virtually was soalod.

agreement to adjourn until Monday
without making a nomination. Thoro
also was a conference between John
son and Hording supporters In which
the Ohloan's supporters tried without
success to havo tho romalnlng John.
bob strength swung to Harding.

It was tho parley between tho Hard
lng and Lowdon men, howovor, which
apparently boro tho most fruit whon
tho balllotlng began again, for Gov.
Lowden came to tho convention dur-
ing the ninth roll call and, rovorstug
a previous plan to go bofora tho con-

vention Itself, Issued 'Instructions
from behind tho scenos releasing his
Instructed delegates. Senator Hard
ing also was In tho rear of tho Coll-neu-

platform during tho voting nnd
conferred with Chairman Hays.

Almost as soon as tho alphabetical
call of states began after tho recess,
tho groundswoll for Harding demon-

strated that It would not bo fore-
stalled.

and several score of votes nearer tho
nomination than any candidate had
beon before.

Lowden at tho end of the ninth bad
only 121 votes loft out of the 307 with
which ho ondod tho eighth and Gen.
Wood's strength had fallen from 2t
on tho eighth to 249 on tho ninth.

An tho tenth roll call began dele-

gates quit Lowdon, Wood and John
son right and loft nnd the big hall was
in almost continuous applause as stato
after' stato announced accession to tho
Harding standard. It was reserved
for Pennsylvania to add the crowning
touch of enthusiasm. When tho Koy-ston-o

stato was reached tho Ohio son
ator needed thirty-tw- o votes to nomi-

nate him and Pennsylvania gave him
sixty.

It was Gov. Sproul, himself, tho
candidate of his state on every pre-

ceding ballot and mentioned many
tlmos as a posslblo dark horso to
break tho loadlock, who announced
the big Pennsylvania vote for Hard
ing. Entering tho Coliseum floor for
tho first tlmo Blnce tho balloting be
gan, he mado his way to tho Pennsyl-
vania standard and, amid cheers,

tho dolegates from longer sup-

posing him. Then ho took a poll,
got tho floor and threw In the win
ning Harding votes.

Whon it was soon that tho candl-- .

dato had beon nomlnatod, tho custom-
ary changing of votes began with a
half dozen who had voted for othor
candidates switching over so as to up-po-

in tho winning column on the
last ballot. Most of th6 Illinois dele-
gation dosortod Its governor and many
of tho Wood mon, too, asked to havo
their votes rocordod for Harding.

Tho filial checkup showod 692 for
Harding, with only 12 loft supporting
Lowdon; 157 for Wood and( 80 for
Johnson, At their best, earlier (ln tho
day, tho Wood poonle had mustered
312 votes and the Lowdon forces 311.

Johnson's high point was 148, on tho
socond ballot Saturday.

Tho plan to nomlnato Sonator Lon
root for tho vlco presidency had tho
backing of many of the men whq had
holpod put Harding over, but tho
namo of Gov. Coolldgo stirred tho
dolegatos and galleries to repeated
choerlng and ho was Hwopt Into sec-
ond placo on tho ticket boforo tho
first roll call had gono two-third- s of
Its length. Again It was Pennsyl-
vania which furnished tho winning
votes.

Gov, Coolldgo got G74 votes to 140
for Sonator Lonroot and 68 for Gov.
Allen of Kansas. Sovoral others got
scattering support without being
placed formally in nomination. Tho
rosult was grouted with a demonstra-
tion and thoro wus ronowod choorlng
a few minutes later when tho tirod
dologatcs wero told that their work
was done. It was early ovoning by
tho tlmo adjournment was reached,
but boforo midnight hundreds had
chocked out and wero on their way.

Above the uproar and din a mombor
of tho KatiBas delegation got on a
chair and nominated Gov, Allen for
Uio vlco presidency.

Lonroot was nominated for vlco
president by Sonator McCormlck of
Illinois, nnd socondod by State Chair-
man Hort of Kentucky.

Thoro wus no official total of tho
final ballot. Near tho closo of tho bal-

lot there was a wholcsalo switching of
votes to the Harding camp and then a
motion to make It unanimous, This
motion fallod bocauso of the opposi-
tion of tho Wisconsin delegation.

Tho convention adopted a resolu-
tion dtrocttng tho national commlttco
to formulato oomo now rulo for ropro-sontatlo- n

which would ollmlnato tho
troublesome situation prevailing In
tho southern stntoB. It Is In accord
with tho plan of cutting doa ropro- - '

sontatlon.
